" Save the Children I " 

The Army, in all its operations, is practical. While our hearts bleed 
for the little children "ready to perish," we stretch forth our hands to 
help them, and call upon Parliament, in the fulfilment of its highest duties, 
to become their champion, 

"Save the children — that will be the cheaper way in the end, even 
as it is the right way. Save the children, turn them into good citizens 
— cut off the main source of this contageous growth — that is the way." 

Such is The Army cry — embodied in a very business-like Bill before 
the present Session of Parliament. There is nothing contentious in 
the measure, it need occupy very little time in tho House. The prin- 
ciple underlying it has long ago been adopted by the Legislature. Briefly 
stated, the Bill proposes to convert three "mays" into three "shalls." As 
the law stands, the Local Education Authority "may" provide Industrial 
School accommodation. That means, of course, also, that it "may not." 
and probably "will not." The Bill would end the hesitation. The Bill 
wo\i!,I a.L^o ciear away lIiuL'iiiiwOai. l.upe'iess alula of. nimiuic which the 
Invt.-iigatlng Officer:', for The Salvation Army found existing In so iiiany 
pinces, as to whose business it is to put the Act In force.

Vm Army Bill would also set out clearly and concisely the conditions

Scope of the Act. One of the most mportant proposals is to mate vag- 
rancy a justifying; cause. Horrible to relate, children — their own, bought, 
or stolen — are the stock in trade of many tramps; and the more miser- 
able they are. the more, money can be made out of them!

British Prince Coming. 

The Prince of Wales has heon in- 
vited to visit Canada, to take part in 
the- tercentenary celebrations in July, 
and it is definitely announced that lie 
la coming. During his stay at Quebec, 
lie will stay at the Chateau Frontwiac, 
and it is understood tii;it His Royal 
Highness intends to entertain on a 
lavish scale, ft is probable that the 
Princess will accompany the frince, 
and that a small squadron will escort 
them tn Quebec, the presence of 
which will add to the historic solem- 
nity oi the occasion, and tuhance the 
effect of the pageant, which, froai its 
natural surroundings, must be one of 
surpassing impressiveness and brii- 
liancy, Jt is regarded as likely that 
the Prince will visit the chief Eastern 
cities, though it Is not expected that 
he will stay long. 

Who Was to Blame ? 

The report of the Royal Commis- 
sion appointed last September to in- 
vestigate the cause of the Quebec 
Bridge disaster has been presented 
to Parliament. The Undines of the 
Commission are put very clearly. In 
brief, they place the whole blame for 
the catastrophe of August 29th -last, 
upon defects in the design of the 
structure.. There was no defect in 
material, no lacTc of care in construc- 
tion, no deficiency or common pro- 
fessional knowledge on the part of 
all concerned, but to errors -in Judg- 
ment on the part of the designing 
engineers, Is directly attributed the 
failure of the lower chords in the 
anchor arm to sustain the enormous 
stress required of them.

courage would be appreciated by his 
subjects, and that the visit to Barcel- 
ona would be of great political ad- 
vantage. At Barcelona every pre- 
caution within the powers or the civil 
and military authorities has been 
taken to safeguard the King during 
his brief stay. All the houses along 
the streets through which the King 
will pass have been searched, and 
will bo guarded. 

Cholera in Arabia. 

From time to time, reports reach 
Europe of the outbreak of cholera 
amongst the pilgrims who annually 
journey to Jlecca, to visit the tomb 
of llahainmed. This year several 
cases have occurred att Hedleh, and 
the infected Tu-alitv tins, Iu <*on se- 
quence, been "isolated by a military 
cordon. Quarantine stations have 
been established near Medina, and- the 
railway authorities have received 
orders io exercise the strictest super- 
vision over pilgrims returning from 
the holy places. Observation posts 
have also been established on the 
desert routes leading Into Southern 
Palestine from Siaan and Akaba. and 
at the bridge over the Jordan near 
Jericho. 

"Willi a fairly efficient staff, the 
railway and Haj route should be 
easily controlled, but it is doubtful 
whether the Turkish authorities are 
In a position io watch the desert 
roads between Yambo and Akaba, or 
to prevent groups of Nomad Arabs, 
who bave been exposed to infection, 
from making their w T ay into southern 
Palestine, Moab, and the Beilta by 
the tracts, which they know far 
better than the Turkish troops. 

Naval Power of the Nations. 

All the recent talk about universal 
peace does not seem to check the 

A long article in the "Times" gives 
detajls of the warships lately launch- 
ed and now under construction for 
the British, American, German, 
French, Italian, Russian, and Japan- 
ese navies. During 1907 Great Britain 
obtained a considerable lead in ves- 
sels of the Dreadnought type, and it 
Is stated that by 3H1U. a fleet of ten 
of these monster battleships will he 
In commission. During the past year 
three battleships, four armoured 
cruisers, six destroyers, nine torpedo- 
boats and three submarines bave been 
put inter the water, the total armoured 
displacement of which exceeds that of 
the output of all other Naval PowerB 
by over 7,000 tons. This Is the great- 
est output within recent ■ years, ex- 
ceding that of 1906 by 45,000 tons. As 
regards the American Navy, Mr. 
Brassey states that the "United 
States has uow become the second 
nava! power in the world." The 
battleships and armoured cruisers 
completed last year for the American 
Navy numbered twelve. Germany is 
also pushing ahead, and has eight 
natuesuiys, fuui ai'muursd crulcsTE, 



and eight protected cruiser 1 ;, under 
construction. Fiance and Italy arc 
arming lihewlso. and Russia lias a big 
scheme on for the re-construction of 
her fleet, while Japan is abort to lay 
down three more battleships of 21,000 
tons displacement. 

Cleveland School Disaster. 

A terrible firo recentlv broke out in 
a Cleveland School, and one hundred 
and sixty-five children lost their lives. 
So quickly did the flames sin-cud iiiuL 
within half an hour from the alarm 
i.t mg sounded, the huildins was in 
ashes. The building belli;; inade- 
duataly provided with Are escapes, 
the children were unable to make 
their way to the lower doors In time 
tn ?!?rni'e the iiames as they shot up 
from the basement, and cut off egress. 
, The fire drill was inaugurated at 
onee, and those in the rooms on the 
lower floors quickly moved nut of the 
building, but when the panic-stricken 
little une.s in the upper roous ;',Uem]jt- 
ed to make their wav to the stairway, 
the jam of uncontrolled and fear- 
stricken children grew, until but few 
were able to extricate themselves, 
and they perished almost within 
reach of safety. A rigid investigation 
into the cause of the fire is being 
made. 

Big International Exhibition. 

The Franco-British BxMbition, 
which is to be held In London this 
year, promises to be one of the finest 
lnternatton.a! Exhibitions ever carried 
out. The exhibits will be housed in 
twenty palaces, each of which will be 
a marvel of architectural beauty, and 
each will he thoroughly fire-proof. 
One-half of the entire space of tbe 
Exhibition will be devoted to French 
exhibits, which will be more extensive 
than those displayed by France at any 
Exhibition outside Paris. 

The British Colonies ni?d Depend- 
encies will demonstrate that within 
the. boundaries of the British' Empire 
can be obtained all the necessaries and 
luxuries demanded by modern civil- 
isation. Canada has secured an area 
of 120,000 square feet, upon which 
wfjf be erected a palace which will 
contain a collection of objects Illus- 
trating the produce and manufactures 
of the Dominion. Australia, New 
Zealand, etc., and the Crown Colonies 
will participate On a large scale, and 
in many cases special buildings will 
be erected by their respective Gov- 
ernments. India, too, will be well 
represented. 

Punishing Marauding Tribesmen 
The military operation in the Bazar 
Valley, India, directed against the 
marauding Zakka Kheis, are being 
rapidly pushed on .by General WI11- 
couks. The tribesmen follow tbe 
tactics of harassing pickets and con- ■ 
voys, and have, as yet, not ventured 
on an engagement In force, The 45th 
Sikhs, who were escorting a convoy 
in »ho front, were attacked by the en-

As early as 11)04, the Doctor noticed 
that he was afflicted with this disease, 
Tbe first outward symptom appear 
In the form of small warts, which in- 
crease in size. The ■ finger-nails 
shrivel off and the skin becomes [dry, 
and ultimately breaks, and the hands 
become badly ulcerated. ToVards the 
close of last year. he. consulted -two 
specialists, and upon taelr advice the 
operation was decided upon, , His 
right hand is affected, but it, Is, hoped- - 
that this will be saved. : ' !

Safelv Reach 'British' 'Columbia and 
are Satisfactorily Placed. 

The following message has D0On 
received from one of the Immigrant"- 
that arrived by the "Kensington," en" 
route for British Columbia. 

"The Army's first chartered boat 
for this season (The Kensington) con- 
raying- seven hundred emigrants from 
Liverpool to Halifax, arrived on Sun- 
day, March 1st, under favourable' 
climatic conditions. 

Lieut.-Colonel Howell gave the new 
settlers a hearty greeting of welcome 
in the form of a message of encour- 
agement. ' Six hours afterward, the' 
special train, with sleeping and din- 
ing accommodation, in charge of In. 
spector Slead, of the C.P.R., left en- 
route for Vancouver. The complete- 
ness of the arrangements is evidenced 
by the good spirits and comfort of 
the travellers. 

At the various stopping places the 
superiority of The Army immigrants 
over the genera! run of immigrants, 
has again and asalii been commented 
on. The party arrived at Winnipeg 
all well.— Edward Day." 

The following press message shows 
how the new settlors have been re- 
ceived in British Columbia: — 

It is generally conceded that the 
party of over five hundred immigrants 
is among the best class of settlers ever 
brought into British Columbia, The 
impression made has hern a most 
favourable one. The entire number

the homes as domestics. The Tatter, 
especially, were ail too few to meet 
the demands.

In many things the whole is easier 
of accomplishment than a part. Total 
abstinence is easier to a drmr.tard 
than i artial reformation: walking 
uprightly is easier tliau walking bent 
over. To love God with all the heart 
Is easier than to love Him with a 
divided heart, and it is infinitely hap- 
pier. A divided service, like a half- 
hearted service, is always a difficult 
service. 

That sainted woman. Lady Maxwell, 
wrote of her own experience: "I rest 
in Him; 1 dwell in Him. Sinking 
into Him, ose myself, and prove a 
life of fellowship with God so divinely 
sweet I would not relinquish it for a 
thousand worlds. It is indeed a nar- 
row path; but love levels every 
mountain, makes all easy. 'O love 
Divine, how sweet thou art!' When 
I look back I rejoice to see wdiat I am 
saved from; when I look forward, it 
is a pure expanse of unbounded love, 
surely the heaven of heavens is love."

If Ireland is sus- 
tained hy the Summer tourists, so, in 
much larger proportion, are Switzer- 
land, France, and Italy. It will prob- 
ably surprise most persons to know 
that the annual income of France, 
from tourists, is something like five 



routes tiiat a few years ago were but 
pioneer paths. The rising tide of 
travel has brought ahout a revolution 
in the o;ean steamship business and 
in the Continental Ilai'.rond service. 
To cater to the trans-Atlantic trade 
alone, more than a score of new 
' "liners" have been built, at a cost of 
about one hundred million dollars. 
London, a citv of the poorest hotc-i 
acco woJalion a dorade ago, lias 
ben forced by the foreign iuvas on to 
erect a dozen or more splendid hostel- 
ries. Paris has met the situation by 
do'iblin^ her hotsl caisacitv. 

The Fn^lishuian used to b? consid- 
ered the world's greatest traveller. 
English colonisation in the East gave 
an "chirct for visits to India, Japan 
and China. The English are still 
much given to roving, but the Eng- 
lish tourists are. not so conspicuous 
as they were before the American, the 
German, and the South American be- 
-?an to accumulate wealth, ami to

Of the 20,000 tourists who visit 
Norway each season and spend three 
million dollars there, it is conceded 
that the Americans lead. 

So large a part of the travel to the 
fiords is hv yacht and steamer 
specially chartered hy tourist agen- 
cies, that Norway does not get any- 
where near the full benefit of It. A 
great deal of the money is paid out 
in London and at German ports. The 
question of how much the American 
nation anuually contributes to Europe 
for tourist travel and its incidentals 
has been widely discussed of late. It 
is everywhere admitted that the sum 
lias been vro'vlng at n rapM rate in the 
last Ave years, it has come to be 
inn- o" Ihu b.-Li iinIV«s of national 
l>i<o°i>»r'tY. Euro"' , nns have been 
astonished ."t the freedom with 
which T"ou»v has bn-n snout abroad. 
This reckless and prod'gal spirit has 
bud a i?rtwt d*a! to do with Giving 
torelevT* the impression that Amer- 
ican worship is of the jrolden £'od. No 
one doubts that it has lowered the 
sinner! nf Win-ophmh <•*> riiicreial 
moralltv, and exaggerated the sordid- 
ness of French, Ttnl'an anil Swiss 
innkeepers. T h e total yearly Ameri- 
can tourist toll to Europe, Is esti- 
mated at one hundred and fi£ty 
millions of .dollars.

The Swiss 
are said to be "a nation of inn-keep- 
ers," and anyone who has travelled 
about in tue twenty-two cantons, 
knows how the people of that repub- 
. He cater to foreign visitors. Very 
few know, however, that the income 
from pleasure-seekers In the Swiss 
mountains and valleys Is greater than 
.that from Swiss exports of merchan- 
dise or farm products. The tourist 
toll to ltaiy is now reckoned at one 
hundred million dollars a year- 
Wealthy old .Tohn Bull does not Ignore 
the rising stream of gold that flows 
Into his vaults from the pocketbooks 
of the foreigner, anu acknowledges 
that bis favourable trade balance with 
the United States from Juno til! Oc- 
tober, Is primarily due to the bills, 
tbnt the American tourist contracts 
while abroad. Egypt, Norway and 
Holland, as well as Germany, draw 
freely on the balances of the sight- 
seer, though it will be readily admit- 
ted that the English, the Germans, 
and the Dutch, give back in the pur- 
suit of their own pleasures mora than 
they receive from those of others. 

The Rising Tide of Travel. 

"Many shall run to and fro." wrote 
Daniel, centuries before Christ, and If. 
ever this prophecy seemed to be ful- 
filled, surely it must be in this twen- 
tieth centurv. Since 1900, more 
money making has been witnessed 
throughout the world than at any 
time previous. The samE period has 
; seen the development of tourists' 
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countries than their own had to offer 
in the way of scenery, historical asso- 
ciations and pleasure-making. 

Haw France Profits From Touri6ts. 

it is to France, and especially to 
Paris that the tourist is drawn. The 
French capital is fdled with foreigners 
wit- their purses wide open from 
one year's end to the other. The 
automobile has contributed greatly to 
the prosperity of France. The perfect 
roads of the Republic are very nearly 
paying for themselves, In the great 
fund of go'd that motorists annually 
leave In the country,. At one time 
during last Summer, it was reckoned 
that 8,00" automobile parties, em- 
bracing 40, 000 Americans, were tour- 
In? the Continent, and that their 
running expenses would be twenty- 
five million dollars. While the tour- 
ist revenue of Switzerland does not 
compare in the aggregate with that 
of France, it still represents a greater 
proportion of the national revenue. 
In the past twenty-five years, the 
number of hotels has risen from 1,080 
to 2,000 and their receipts amount to 
forty thousand dollars, a year. Not 
only for the monay It produces, but 
for the numbers It employs, the Swiss . 
hotel industry ranks high, with 33,480 
emp'oyees in 1905, compared with 
45.000 workers on farms, 45,000 on 
fabrics;. . and 4.4,000 on jewels. This 
does not include proprietors and their 
families, who all work tornther in fv» 
" common cause. 



How the Toil Is Apportioned. 

Probably three times as much Is 
spent by Americans in Paris and In 
France generally, as in London and 
the British isles: nearly as much in 
Germany as In England, especially 
since so many rich Americans take 
the water cure, and count a season of 
physical retreat at the leading Ger- 
man spas, as a part of taelr annual 
round of living;; as large an amount 
in Italy as in England and- Germany 
combined; while of the six million 
dollars tourists' bonus to Egypt each 
year, the * American contributes a 
good'y share.' As an Incident to this- 
great ' yearlv bounty on American 
p'eaRi're-seekln-', Is the further sum 
of fifteen million dollars which Is 
spent by tourists In Canadian resorts, 
In Bermuda. Jamaica, and the West 
Indies. Bverv Summer Americans fill 
the bote's o" the Canadian Rockies, 
and the toil of the Tan'r'ee Is as great 
an lneldent In Bermuda's fiscal affairs 
as the revenue fron her lilies, her 
onions, or her potatoes used to be, 
"Tn the balance sheet of the nations" 
It has been said "the expenditures for 
travel form part of the Invisible 
plnlms of other countries against us." 
The question as to whether all this, 
travel . pavp, must be answered by 
pacb tourNt Wnise'f.

Fhoiograpiiiag Speech. 

Among the most remarkable of 
modern inventions, is a machine 
which registers photographically, the 
vibrations of the human voice. With 
unerring accuracy ,and at -a distance 
of several huiiuieds of miles, lulu 
machine telegraphs a message at the 
rate of 40,000 words an hour. It was 
invented hy' two Hungarians. By 
means of .a special typewriter, the 
message is stamped out on a narrow 
paper band, the irregular looking 
perforations on which correspond to 
written letters. The electric currents 
sent by the transmitter are received 
at the other end by two telephones, 
to the microphones, of which nre at- 
tached small rods answeiping:.to every 
vibration. To these magnetised con- 
nections is affixed a small mirror. 



When a message is being transmitted, 
the mirror is in a constant state of 
movement, and the rays of light 
which It reflects through a lens In- 
terposed __ between Itself and the 
Photographic paper, necessarily acta 
in the same manner. This ray of 
light is a sort of luminous pencil, 
moving up and down, and sideways, 
in accordance with the arrangement 
of the perforations of the message, 
and as it traverses Its field of two 
inches and a half, incessantly moving 
backwards and forwards, the words 
are indelibly photographed. The 
mirror's source of light is an ordinary 
electric lamp, plated a little helGW It, 
and the photographic paper is in 
continual automatic movement. After 
being impressed, it passes into a 
bath of developer, then Into a fixing 
solution, and finally comes forth, 
through a narrow opening, with a 
rapidity that is almost magical. This 
invention Is likely to be valuable to 
teachers of singing, for It will enable 
them to prove to their pupils through 
their visual sense, both tholr defects 
and their good points. Truly, this Is 
the age prophesied of by Daniel, when 
he said, "Many shall run to and fro, 
and knowledge shall be increased."

friendless and forsaken, covered with 
vermin, and fearfully weak and ehi- 
, aciated. Merc skeletons, with just a 
.spark of existence, xiut uoder the 
'care of The Salvation Army Officers, 
a great change lias taken place In 
them, so that it is a pleasure to hear 
them sins their songs and see them 
enjoy their games during the hours or 
recreatiou, or earnestly attending to 
their studies during school hours. 
Tint the change *n their appearance 
is not greater than the - change in 
their conduct and spiritual condition. 
Previous to entering our Homes they 
were without any knowledge of God, 
and some or them possesses many- 
Vile and Pernicious Habits. 
Now a large number of them are 
definitely converted, and the moral 
character of the whole bas undergoue 
very remarkable change.

tained over teachers and servants, as 
well as over the children. 

It. the hot weather, jnst as the 
darkness ot night Is giving place to 
the hesitating, uncertain greyness of 
dawn, the sleepers will probably he 
roused by a great clamour and caw- 
ing. Brushing the sleepiness from 
the eyes, one may at first doubt 
■whether the crows have not heen pre- 
mature In their announcements, so 
faint are the heralds of day in the 
Eastern sky. , . :

even though they revile them. The 
domestic fowls, to -whom this import- 
ant duty Is relegated nt borne, are 
few, and India has no song birds to 
speak, of; hut the crows, like the 
poor, are always with lis. At any 
Tate, -whatever doubts one may have, 
they are soon scattered by the clang- 
ing bells of the schools, and a few 



moments liter the sounds of singing 
on ail sides charms or aggravates one 
uuvui-dhi? to the sort of a eights 
sleep experienced, an,l such vigorous 
and hearty singing makes farther 
sleep impossible. 

It is the morning prayer meeting of 
the schools— each held in its own 
compound— and is the commencement, 
of the day's duties sbown in the fol- 
lowing time-table: 5 a.iu., rising bell; 
nia a.m., roll-call; 5.30 a.m., inspec- 
tion; 6 to 7 a.m., drill; 7 to 10 a.m.. 
half of the boys at school and half 
at industries; 10.30 a.m., foodj 11 a. 
m„ to 2 p.m., leave; 2 p.m. to 5 p. m., 
half of tee boys at school and halt 
at industries; 5 p.m., rood; 6 p. m.. 
to 7 p. m.. meeting; 8.30 p.m., sleep- 
ing-bell; a p. m., quiet. 

This is slightly altered for the cold 
weather, the warm part of the day 
being sought rather than avoided for 
work. During 'the hot weather it is 
impossible to work, between 11 a.m. 
and 2 p.m. 

Half or the boys' school reports at 
the Industry Factory hi the morning 
for work, and the other half in the 
afternoon, with the exception of 
those too small or too sick to work. 
They work there until food-time, 
when each boy brings his clay plate 



leu vest and to the girls' a flannelette 
underskirt, and a thick waist, lined 
with flannelette. Every child Is given 
a blanket or quilt in the cold weather, 
and In these they wrap themselves, 
head and all. , ,. 

An Officer who was not quite famil- 
iar with the universal custom of cov- 
ering the head in sleep, once made a 
serious mistake. There was little 
iFonev, and a great uee,t for blankets, 
-=o with a view to economy, this com- 
rade got the blankets as small as be 
could, consistent with the 

Comfort of the Children. 
He allowed for it to be nicely tucked 
in under the chin and under the feet. 
But going out the very lirst night to 
cheer his heart with a sight of their 
romfnrt and warmth, he was dis- 
mayed to see row upun row of little 
bare feet exposed to the bitter cold 
air, and not a single head in view. 
Thev soon pot larger blankets. 

Two meals a day, one of which is 
rice, is the custom in India. In the 
morning all schools have rice and 
dahl, a kind of spiit pea, and at night 
dah! and cbapaties (Hat, thin, baked 
cakes of wheat or other meal.) This 
is varied In Summer with vegetables, 
which thev have in some form every 
dav. Sometimes they have popped 
corn (called bu,ia> and buttermilk; 
sometimes ears of corn roasted In the 
ashes. Potatoes aud meat, also made 
into curry, they have once a week, 
and when fruit is in season, they al- 
ways have one or two good fruitarian 
reeds. Then buttermilk is a cheap 
luxury, and one they are extremely 
fond of. 

Besides the Industries, the boys 
assist in doing tlieir work and helping 
the Officers. These are changed 
every week. Here is one week's 
sample: Boys' kitchen, four boys;

called "decksbies." 

The food Is served out hy a teacher, 
assisted by bnys appointed to the 
wQrk. When all are served, a bless- 
ing is asked, and the food quickly 
disappears. Afterward the teacher or 
a school Officer returns thanks, and 
a general rush Is made upon the large 
water-pots, to which tin dippers are 
attached. After drinking, and pour- 
ing water upon their hands and dish, 
the latter Is put away, and each boy's 
time is his own until school-time. In 
Winter, most of them will be found 
wrapped in their hlankets from head 
to feet, sitting in tho sunniest and 
least windy corner they can find, and 
in Summer, In the cool and dark of 
the bungalow. 

Once a week, twice a week, or 
every day — according to the heat or 
cold ot the season — every child 
bathes. The hoys go to a well on our 
compound, and the girls to bath-rooms 
attached to their school. 
, On Saturday afternoon every child 
Is given clean clothing, which has 
previously been mended by the girls. 
The boys receive a jacket and dhotie 
(nil white) and the girls a aklrt, a 
Jacket, ana a snree or chndda — col- 
oured. 

In cold weather, to the boys' outfit 
Is added a navy hlue, well-lined wool- 



Officers' kitchen, two hoys; errand or- 
derly, one boy; bell-ringer, one boy; 
hospital orderly, one hoy; to hring 
milk for the children, two hoys; to 
carry food to those in hospital, two 
boys. 

Important as we are bound to con- 
sider every detail of the children's 
food, clothing, healtn, etc., -we never 
lose =sight of the fa<;t that the great 
aim is to make each child an out-and- 
out 

Soldier of Jesus Christ. 

With both glris and boys, meetings 
nre held every day but one, and the 
line between the saved and the tin- 
saved in the schools is as distinct as 
It. Is between saint and sinner every- 
where. The saved children are re- 
cruits, converts, Soldiers, or Corps 
Cadets, ns the case may he, and each 
School comprises In itself a Salvation 
A my Corps. The Soldiers wear uni- 
form, and testify in tho meetings as 
they would anywhere else. When the 
converts' lives have stood the test, we 
have a proper swearing-in under the 
Flag, and this, to the children, ia a 
most solemn occasion. 

With a ten-acre compound, sur- 
rounded for a long time hy no wall, 
and later hy one only three feet high, 
our Officers have often been asked, 
"But how do you keep the children?" 

Ten-foot walls with barbed wire or 
broken walls on top, are generally the 
rule with other orphanages, and more 
than one missionary has expressed
